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LOW RENT HOUSING REFERENDUM 
FACES LOCAL VOTERS TUESDAY 


PORTE RVILEE 
Construction of tow-rent 
housing units - some 200 of 
them - will be the issue when 
Porterville voters go to the polls 
Tuesday to cast a simple “yes” 
or “no” vote on whether or not 
the Tulare County Housing 
authority shall go ahead with a 
proposed, multi-million dollar 
project. 

The ballot proposition reads: 
“Shall the Housing Authority of 
the County of -Tulare develop, 
construct, and acquire in the 
City of Porterville and its 
environs, with the Federal 
financial assistance, a low-rent 
housing project or projects of 
not to exceed Two Hundred 
(200) dwelling units for living 
accommodations for persons of 
low income.” 

In’ information presented by 
the Porterville chamber of 
commerce, it is stated that if the 
referendum passes. 200 low 
income housing units will be 
phased into the community over 
a period of several years and will 
be distributed throughout the 
area, bused on recommendations 
of a Porterville Citizens Advisory 
committee. Construction of the 
first units could begin in a year 
to a year and a half. 

If the referendum fails, funds 
allocated through the Housing 
Authority for low income 
housing in the Porterville Urban 
area will be used in other 
communities in Tulare county 
where voters have approved the 
measure. 

In 1975 through 1977, it is 
projected that federally 
originated funds for Housing 
Authority-related) programs in 
Tulare county will total 
$20,132,000. No ‘‘local” city or 
county funds are involved. 

To participate in a low-rent 
housing program, people in a 
community must first vote in 
favor; money is allocated only to 
those communities whose people 
do indicate by ballot that they 
want the project. 

Two general classes of people 
would be eligible for low-rent 


housing units if constructed in 
the community: Farm laborers. 
detined as persons who earn 51° 
or more of their income from 
agricultural enterprises. and the 
low-income elderly. 

Occupants of low-rent 
housing units, would pay trom 
$85 to $95 per month for from 
2 to 4 bedroom dwellings: 
construction costs would range 
from.-S11.750° for <a 
one-bedroom, detached or 
semi-detached dwelling to 
$23.200 for a five-bedroom 
home. 

The Housing authority pays 
no property taxes. however, it 
does pay an “in lieu of tax” of 
approximately $100 per unit per 
year. At the present time there 
are 140 low income housing 
units in the Porterville area. built 
before a public referendum was 
required. 

Under the Housing Authority 
program. low-income housing 
units are regularly inspected. and 
tenants who do not abide by 
maintenance policies are 
requested to vacate.’ Each 
dwelling receives a fresh coat of 
paint every five years, or oftener 
if necessary. Applicants for 
housing are screened for 
eligibility. 

Single low-rent units are 
“integrated”? through the 
community, or some may be put 
into a multi-unit project. 
Various plans are reviewed by 
the local Advisory committee. 

Basic arguments favoring a 
“yes” vote are that there is a 
need for such a project to 
replace “dilapitated” housing 
units and to provide adequate 
housing for farm workers and 
the low-income elderly: no 
“Jocal” funds are involved since 
financing is entirely through 
Federal agencies: and since funds 
are allocated for Tulare county, 
if the money is not spent in the 
Porterville community, it will be 
spent in some other Tulare 
county community.

A minimum bid price of 
$13,900 has been established for 
this year’s house, according to 
Dr. O.H. Shires, college 
president.
